Gome of the stories that decorate our news­ 
paper front pages are going to make inter 
reading for historians a century from now.

Take, for instance, the story of one cf Chic­ 
ago’s recent murders.

Now listen to the story of the killing as re­ 
lated by a girl who was in the second car - the 
car driven by the murderer.

The four first consumed a quan­ 
tity of gin. 
Then they started driving. During 
the drive occurred the episode that ended in mur­ 
der. but none of the merry -makers seemed at all 
upset by it. 
They went on driving and finally 
landed at an apartment, where they enjoy ed a 
chicken dinner and drank a good deal more gin. 
Later that night 
the party broke up, the 
girls going home ‘and the boys going out to com­ 
mit a few assorted robberies. 
Newspaper accounts of this girl's confession 
said that she 
told 
it to the police “between 
giggles.” 
The story doesn’t need any comment. 
It 
points its own moral - 
its own flock of morals, 
rather. 
To the historian of a future generation 
it will speak volumes about the kind of civiliza • 
tion this great and prosperous nation erected for 
itself in the early part of the twentieth century . 
To be sure, it tells us just as much

usual, we probably shall not pay much attention 
to it. 


DAMAGE BY MOTHS. 
There 
is 
a 
prevailing 
impression 
that 
clothes moths are active only in the spring and 
summer and that in the fall and winter it is not 
necessary to take precautions in storing summer 
clothing. The Bureau of Entomology of the Unit­ 
ed States Department of Agriculture says, how­ 


ever. that while moths may be more prevalent 
and noticeable 
as warm weather 
approaches, 
they are active throughout the y ear in apart­ 
ments or other places where a steady tempera­ 
ture of 7 0 degrees F. or more is maintained. 
Clothing and blankets in constant use are 
not often attacked. 
A woolen summer suit left 
hanging at the back of a closet, however, would 
exactly meet a parent moth’s idea of a good place 
to lay her eggs. 
The following y ear the suit 
would likely be riddled with holes: and some of 
the larvae might crawl off and eat other gar­ 
ments, such as the evening suit that is only worn 
occasionally, or any thing else that is not fre­ 
quently brushed and shaken. 
At the end of their season, any garments 
likely to be attacked should be thoroughly clean­ 
ed at home, brushed and sunned, or sent to a 
dry cleaner. Then they should be neatly folded . 
and put away at once in a tight red-cedar chest , 
or other tight container such as a trunk or bo:: 1 
which can be sealed. 
As additional protection 
in any container except the cedar chest, it is well 
to put sime napthalene flakes or moth balls in 
the box with t h e . clothing. 
Cardboard boxes 
may be used if the clothing is properly prepared 
beforehand as indicated, and if they have an 
outer wrapping of heavy paper with the ends 
turned in such a way that no moths can get in.
